IMMIUKA'ITIOS. 


from the San Francisco Alt.i we Isarn 


that "ths year which ended June 30tb, 
1882, was the best for immigration that 
the country has yet seen. 
During the 


tw«lv« months no less than 788,992 im- 
migrants ponred 
into th* country. 


This ia an enormous accession of popu 
lation to be received by immigration in 
a single year, and tils records of the 
world show nothing like i'., except th* 
warlike migrations of whole nations in 
the days ot the declining Roman Em- 
pire. 
Three-quarters of a million of 


people are almost enough to constitute 
a nation in themselves, and it was 
probably not tiil a century after the first 
settlement in the colonies that the white 
population became as large as the num- 
ber added to the nation in this one year 
by immigration. 
It could not be ex- 


pected that the unprecedented figure? of 
last year would be soon reached again, 
and therefore it is no surprise to find 
that the immigration of this year will 
fall considerably short of the mark. A 
report just published by the Bureau of 
Statistics shows that for the ten mouths 
ending April 30th the number of immi- 
grants arriving was 417,688, against 
544,601 for the same ten months of the 
preceding year. 
May and June are the 


best months in the year for immigration, 
and in those 
months last year it 


amounted to nearly 250,000. 
From 


present indications it will ba found at 
the end of this fiscal year that the im- 
migration has fallen short of last year's 
figures by at least 150,000, giving a 
total of about 640,000 for the year to 
end June 30th, 1883. 
If this estimate 


is correct, the immigration for the cur- 
rent year will not only be less than for 
last year, but a little less than for the 
year ending June 30th, 1881, when the 
number was 669,431. 
In the decreas 


of immigration this year a large bu 
welcome deficiency is that created by th 
atop put to the coming of Chinese 
From January 1st, 1882, to June 30th 
of the sam* year the number of Cbiues 
arriving in 
the 
United States wn 


27,765. 


Although in this country the door 


have been hospitably open to irnmi 
grants ever since colonial times, it i 
only of recent years that imoiigration 
has reached anything like its preseu 
proportions. 
In 1820, the first year in 


which statistics were collected, the nutn 
ber of immigrants was only a little ovo: 
8,000. 
In 1825 it had ri»en to 10,000 


and in 1820 to 23,000. 
In 1832 it took 


a great bound upward and reached 60,- 
000, bat it was not until 1842 that thi 
number first reached 100,000. .The nex 
year it was only half as much but 
in 
1845 
it was 114,000, and the 


increase then became very rapid. 
The 


years 1849-54 witnessed heavier immi- 
gration than was seen again till after 
the war. In 1854 the number was 437,- 
000, but from that it declined to about 
one-third. In 1861 and 1862, the first 
years of the war, the immigration fell 
to about 60,000 per annum, but in the 
two following years was double as much. 
From that time on, the increase was 
again rapid till 1873, when the number 
was 160,000. 
Then the great panic 


caused another heavy decrease, and th« 
former large figures were not again 
reached until 1880, the first year of re- 
stored prosperity. Immigration is a 
good barometer of the business condi- 
tion of the country. When times are 
good, prosperity abounding and the de- 
mand for labor great, immigration is 


:>it«ry large, but when a panic occurs and 


business depression succeeds, the tide 
of immigration it immediately checked.'' 


A Defense of Mnhone. 


The Chicago Tribune's Washington 


special of June 5th says : 'George C. 
Gorham in an editorial in the National 
Republican 
to-day 
headed, 
"Mr. 


Elaine's Democratic Alliance Against 
the Administration and Mahone," cen- 
sures those Republican journals which 
are attacking Mahoue, and makes the 
following declaration as to the ap- 
proaches which have been made to Ma- 
hone by Republicans : "It ia import- 
ant to keep in view the following facts : 
The good relations between Virginia 
Republicans and th* Readjustee ex- 
isted long before the election of Gur- 
fleld and Arthur, and resulted in the 
election of Mahone to the Senate in 
opposition to the Democrats and the 
Administration of President Hayes. As 
to Mahone's subsequent co-operation 
with the Republican Administration in 
Washington, it was Garfield who first 
made advances to Mahone and seat him 
assurances two days after the Presi- 
dential 
election that he had never 


alluded to him as a 'repudiated-.' It was 
Garfield who besought Mahone's sup- 
port of thi Republican Administration, 
and volunteered to send him word by 
the Pennsylvania Senator that he would 
be treated by him in all respects as an 
Administration Senator. It was Gar- 
field who at the same time declared to 
the present editor of the Philadelphia 
Presa and three other persons that Ma- 
hone's statement of the Virginia debt 
question was an 'honest document.' It 
was Garfield who, at Mentor, assured 
ex-Senator Lewis, of Virginia, of his 
entire sympathy with and support of 
the Virginia coalition. It was Garfield 
who, 
after he became President, urged 


the Virginia Republicans to join hands 
with the Keadjustera. ",j

said: "I am out for a rest; haven't had 
my clothes off in three days from Wash- 
ington to Toledo, thence to Chicago.

June 20th I 
will be in Buffalo, where General Sher- 
man joins me, and then we mean to 
start for California.

like the early settlers on a foraging 
tour. You must not laugh at the idea. 
We must put off the black robe and 
rough it to keep down judicial avoirdu- 
pois and avoid aldermanio proportions.''

A digest of appropriations made dur- 


ng the last session of Congress has 
been prepared at the Treasury Depart- 
ment in Washington, by which it ap- 
pears that there was appropriated for 
he coming fiscal year $187,911,566.

'or the postal service, the revenue of 
rhat department being deemed sufficient 
;o meet the expenditures for the coming 
year. Tor the eleven years ending with 
thejpresent fiscal year Congress has 
voted 
about 
$50,000,000 
to meet 


deneienoies in the postal service. There 
was no appropriation made tor the coni- 
ng year for rivers and harbors, but as 
513,000,000 were appropriated for the 
lurrent year for this purpose, the ne- 
iessary work on rivers and harbors is 
lot likely to ba seriously interfered 
with. U'he amount provided for oen- 
ions is $86,755,000, against $116,000,- 
'00 for the current year. The aggre- 
;ate amount appropriated for the com- 
ng /oar is $63,516,000 below that ap- 
ropriated for the present fiscal year.
